have all entered pleas of guilty and 
were given heavy fines and work­ 
house sentences. 
In addition to th is( Elmer Junk 
and Chaa. Lyghtle, two of tho men 
who were in the William Barr store 
at Cisco, when it was robbed in De­ 
cember, have identified O’Neill and 
Dudley as the pair who entered the 
store and held them up and relieved 
them of their money, robbed the post­ 
office cash drawer, and made their 
escape. 
The men faced Mayor Coffey Wed­ 
nesday morning, and after some hes­ 
itation Skidmore and Dudley entered 
pleas of guilty, and the trio was then 
conducted back to the county jail, to 
again be brought back Wednesday af­ 
ternoon and sentence passed. 
O'Neill and Skidmore were given 
$50 and the costs and 60 days in the 
Xenia workhouse, while Dudley was 
allowed to go with a fine of $25 and 
the costs and 30 days in the work­ 
house. 
Dudley’s mother, Mrs. How­ 
ell, who was present, heard the sen­ 
tence and broke down. 
It was brought out th a t O’Neill aud 
Skidmore were the principal offend­ 
ers, and that they used Dudley aa a 
tool to assist them in carrying out 
their nefarious work. 
After taking the men from the jail 
Wednesday afternoon, they were con­ 
ducted to the grand jury room in the 
court house, where three of the men 


who were held up at Cisco when a 
trio of young bandits 
entered 
the 
store after nightfall and forced thTen 
to surrender their money, faced th# 
trio of fur thieves.. 
After looking them over direfully 
Elmer Junk and Chaa. Lyghtle pick­ 
ed out O’Neill and Dudley as the two 
men who had been in the store. 
The 
third man, It will be recalled 
re- 
mal nod outside the store, and those 
inside did not secure a good view of 
him. 
/ —“The tall one is the man who did 
the work, and the short one is the 
fellow who covered us with a gun 
while the work was 
being 
done,** 
said Elmer Junk in connection with 
identifying the men 


Later when the pair were forced 
to don their ha!* and red handker­ 
chiefs were placed over part or their 
faces, Junk and Lyghtie stated that 
Dudley was dressed almo>t identical­ 
ly as the short man was the night of 
the hold-up. 
Barr, storekeeper, who looked the 
trio over, stated that after the shot 
was fired by the man with the gun 
that MI was not in a position to see 
just what they did look like, as I had 
just stooped over the potato barrel." 
Both of the young men deny the 
charge of being hold-up men, but 
Junk and Lyghtle are certain they 
are the tw’o who did the work 
Another man, McAdams, who was 
in the store at the time, 
will 
be 
! brought to this city Thursday to take 
a look at the two men, and if he iden­ 
tifies them, it is said charges will be 
filed against them and they will be 
tried as the men who committed the 
daring robbery which sent a thrill 
through th© county. 
E. Goldsmith, the Columbus 
fur 
dealer, who bought the furs, states 
that O’Neill’s father a former night- 
watchman of Columbus, Is now serv­ 
ing a life sentence 
for 
killing his 
wife, and that the crime was commit­ 
ted some seven years ago at the cor­ 
ner of 3rd and Engler streets, Co­ 
lumbus. 
This accounts for the furs 
being disposed of to Goldsmith, as 
the young man knew him and knew' 
where bls place of business was.

"It is impossible to state 
with accuracy the infant death rate 
measure}* because the United States 
differs from other civilised countries 
and provides no general system of 
birth registration. 
Estimates 
ob­ 
tained by the government statistic­ 
ian.-*. based upon census reports, how­ 
ever. show that last year the actual 
loss was about .'IOO,OOO babies under 
one year of age. 
Of these ut h ast 
half would be living had we, as in­ 
dividuals and communities, applied 
tbos** measures of hygiene aud sani­ 
tation which are known and avail­ 
able. 
This vast aud unmeasurable 
loss ot infant life la due solely to in­ 
dividual and civie neglect," 
Inadequacy of funds and ‘he lim it­ 
ed number of workers provided by 
the statutes creating the Children’s

To regulate old laws so that they may meet new require­ 
ments, and to frame new laws to meet th** needs of our great 
country, as it marches on to take its place in th** van m u m ! of 
world powers, is tile enormous responsibility which devolves 
upon the legislature of each state. 
Questions come up today that would never 
have 
been 
thought of a few decades ago; issues must be derided that our 
forefathers never contemplated. 
It would he doing the people rank injustice to ignore such 
questions and issues and they must be brought bef (ice the 
chosen representatives of the people, who constitute the Legis­ 
lature, to be w isely settled. 
Since this body is an important function in the administra­ 
tion of state law, the attitude of th** people, far from holding 
it up to ridicule should he to dignify it as a means of great pos­ 
sible good and in order to accomplish tin* utmost good the rep­ 
resentatives sent should be men who will loyally devote their 
anergies to the enactment of right laws. 
Unquestionably much of the contumely heaped upon legis­ 
latures has arisen from the corruption and bribery which have 
been unearthed to the disgust of the people.

POPULATION AS AFFECTED 
BY ROADS 
As a general rule * county that has 
good roads is a prosperous county, In­ 
creasing wealth and population. The 
United States Office of Public Roads 
recently presented some comparitive 
figures illustrating the influence of 
improved roads on county progress. 
In twenty-flvp counties taaen at 
random In twelve states, the raini­ 
l y of Inhabitants from 1890 lo 1900 
decreased 77.823, an average decrease 
of more than 3000 for each county. 
The road Improvement in these coun­ 
ties was only I 6-io per cent. 
In the same states twenty-live oth­ 
er counties where the road Improve­ 
ment was 40 per cent during the 
same period were chosen for compar­ 
ison. 
It was found that these had 
increased In population 778,383, an 
average of nearly 32,000 In ©ach 
county.

To regulate old laws so th at they may meet new require­ 
ments, and to fram e new laws to meet tin* needs of our great 
country, as it m arches on to take its pla<‘<* in the van guard of 
world powers, is the enormous responsibility which devolves 
upon the legislature of each state. 
Questions come up today that would never 
hav<* 
been 
thought of a few decades ago; issues must be decided that our 
forefathers never contemplated. 
It would be doing the people rank injustice to ignore such 
questions and issues and they must Im* brought before the 
chosen representatives of the people, who constitute tie* Legis­ 
lature, to be wisely settled. 
Since this body is an im portant function in the adm inistra­ 
tion of state law, Hie attitude of the people, far from holding 
it up to ridicule should be to dignify it ag a means of great pos­ 
sible good and in order to accomplish the utmost good the rep­ 
resentatives sent should be men who will loyally devote their 
anergies to the enactm ent of right laws. 
Unquestionably much of the contumely heaped upon legis­ 
latures lias arisen from the corruption and bribery winch have 
been unearthed to the disgust of the people, 
But the expose of the past few years, the punishing of 
guilty parties, regardless of their rank and affiliations, the 
strict rules which govern lobbying is so thoroughly purging 
the Legislature that it is becoming more and more a representa­ 
tive lardy—a body chosen by the people and incorruptible.

Sandwich, Mass -T he Cape Cod ca­ 
nal is likely lo tie open for small craft 
within six months

Repre. Hath© W. D, R. Ainey of 
Montrose has announced that he will 
be a candidate for the Republican 
nomination and has planned a state­ 
wide stumping tour. Ainey was elect 
ed as a Progressive, but has stood 
with the regular Republicans In the 
house. Penrose expects to have easy 
sailing in the primaries, lf his nom­ 
ination is assured the lineup for sen­ 
ator will be: Boies Penrose, Republi­ 
can; Gifford Pinchot, Progressive; A, 
Mitchell Palmer. Democrat. 
In the primaries Pinchot will be op­ 
posed as the candidate of the Pro­ 
gressives.
